CAVENDISH GORGE IN APRIL 


For the Year Ending January 31, 1937 


Cavendish Gorge is located one-half mile 
east of Cavendish depot. It is one-quarter 
mile long, eighty feet deep and twenty-five to 
seventy-five feet wide, with many interesting 
rock formations. If this chasm had not been 
formed through a spur of Hawks Mountain 
thousands of years ago, there would be no 
villages of Cavendish, Proctorsville and Lud- 
low, as the entire Black River valley was 
once the bottom of a large lake. This Gorge, 
well known in horse and buggy days, has 
been neglected in late years, but remains a 


scene of wild and rugged beauty.

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REPORT OF THE OVERSEER OF THE POOR 


To the Voters of Cavendish, Vermont: 


I have believed that town business should be carried on with 
the same care and thought that private business employs. And 
that has been the rule I have tried to use in the many problems 
I have had to solve in the past ten months. The job was an en- 
tirely new one, and it was necessary to feel my way in carefully. 
I have made mistakes. 

It seems to me that a new spirit is being felt thru the town 
—a desire to help instead of to be helped. Many families have 
been persuaded, and aided, to become self supporting after years 
of dependency. Many men have been furnished employment in- 
stead of charity. 

I have asked for all possible aid from the State and Federal 
Governments. As long as this assistance is being given, and 
paid for by all, whether used or not, it seems best to accept 
whatever is offered — pensions, commodities, clothing, WPA 
projects, etc. 

The free bed at the Rockingham Hospital, so generously do- 
noted by the late Miss Susan Sanders, a Cavendish resident for 
many years, has been of great assistance to us. Nine patients 
have been cared for, and four operations performed at no cost to 
the town. Miss Richardson, the superintendent of the Hospital, 
has been very helpful at all times. 

Since the first month I have furnished wood from the town 
farm instead of buying it. It needed to be cut, and the men 
needed work. We have on hand 90 cords now. Twelve acres at 
the town farm were seeded down, which was badly needed. 

I have tried to consider the taxpayer first. He is the man 
who has to pay all bills eventually, and he is the man who has 
suffered most from the unfortunate state of affairs in which we 
found ourselves. The hundreds of dollars saved should benefit 
him materially thru lowered taxes and smaller town indebted- 
ness. 

There are several cases that badly need correction still, but 
it has been impossible to do it all in one year. 

I want to thank the three selectmen, who have assisted in 
every way possible, as well as most of the business men and citi- 
zens for their co-operation, without which it would have been im- 
possible to make these changes.

During the past year we have employed seven teachers at 
an average salary of six hundred thirty-seven dollars each. 


There has been enrolled one hundred eighty-one pupils in 
our schools, eight of which come from Ludlow and Reading for 
which we receive tuition. We have paid tuition on twenty-seven 
high school pupils. 

There has been very little paid out in way of repairs or 
equipment, but plenty needed. We would recommend electric 
lights in our rural schools where current is available if it can be 
procured at a reasonable rate, and doing some work on school 
property. With this in view we would recommend a tax of $1.30 
for the coming year.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT 
OF SCHOOLS 


To the Citizens of the Town of Cavendish: 
The Superintendent of Schools presents the following report. 


The Windsor Southwest district of which your town is a 
part consists of ten towns. There are 40 teachers and approxi- 
mately 950 pupils. At the meeting held last May in Chester Mr. 
W. W. Heald of Chester was elected chairman and Mrs. Mary 
Ogden of Landgrove was elected secretary. 


This year the sight and hearing of all pupils was tested and 
the parents of those children who needed glasses were notified, 
and as a result some of the pupils have been provided with 
glasses. This testing of sight will be a regular part of our pro- 
gram in the future. A dental clinic will be held in Proctorsville 
some time this year. I feel that we cannot do too much to safe- 
guard the health of our children. 


New English books were purchased this year for all pupils 
and have greatly improved the work in this subject. Some new 
readers have been added where necessary and other necessary 
books purchased. I cannot emphasize too strongly the wisdom of 
purchasing some new books each year in order to keep the books 
in the proper shape and up-to-date. This coming year I am plan- 
ning to recommend the purchase of books for a new reading 
system. 


One of the requirements for a standard school is a school 
library. After a school is standardized a certain number of books 
must be added each year and in addition to the required fiction 
books I believe that a reference library in the school is of great 
value and should be developed. I believe that every school should 
be provided with a usable encyclopedia. This year two sets of 
used encyclopedias were purchased and placed in the schools at 
Tarbell Hill and Center where they are proving of great value. 
Every standard school should have some playground apparatus 
and this apparatus should be furnished to schools where old 
equipment is no longer usable. 
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This year no extensive repairs were made on any building. 
Next year electric lights should be installed in the Tarbell Hill 
school where the light is very poor especially on dark days. If 
the Gilchrist school is to be maintained some work should be 
done on that school in order to bring it up to standard condi- 
tions. The building at Proctorsville is practically ready for a 
standard plate and needs only some attention to the ventilation. 


At this time I wish to thank all those who have in any way 
helped to make the past year successful.
